London.—KA P i— A skull and a 
thighbone, the relics perhaps of one 
of the great tragedies of history, lie 
in the Royal College of Surgeons, 
while anatom ists and^C-ray experts 
seek to elucidate one of the most 
poignant chapters in Scottish an- 
nals. 
The questions on 
which 
they 
seek light are whether these bones 
are those of Lord Damley, husband 
of Mary Queen of Scots; whether 
Mary was a treacherous queen and 
wanton wife; whether Damley was 
a dissolute rake. 
It all sounds like building up the 
history of tho world from a jelly-1 
fish, but the study of bones has be­ 
come one of the most certain m eth-;

find in bones centuries old unmis­ 
takable marks of the once living 
man’s state of health. 
The historical facts are these: j 
At 22, Mary married Damley, 19.; 
Three years later, 
Damley 
was 
found strangled, and Mary married I 
Bothwell, her husband's murderer. 
On one side it is 
argued 
that 
Darnley was the victim of a hered­ 
itary disease which would condone* 
Mary in turning away from him. I 
On the other hand, it is argued that I 
there was no disease, and 
that* 
there is nothing to excuse Mary.

The British Medical Journal con- 
; tains results of investigations made 
* within the last few weeks by well- 
I known British scientists. 
Professor Karl Pearson, of Lon­ 
don university, believes that the 
bones are Darnley’s, that the skull 
is that of a fool and that the bones 
indicate Darnley was diseasesd. He 
is convinced that James I, of Eng- 
land, Mary’s son, who was born 
during 
Darnley’s 
lifetime, 
but 
whose christening, was witnessed 
by Bothwell and not by Darnley. 
was truly Darnley’s son.

H. A. Harris, of 
London university, says the bones 
are those of a man of 25 to JO 
years oh!, and therefore not Darn­ 
ley’s.
